and ornamental to the moft exalted characters ^ 
and at the conclufion of a peace, by which. fo 
fo. great an acceflSon of territory hath been m^ 
to thefe kingdoms, it is to be hoped, there wiU 
be found fome men of eminence and fpirit,, wlm 
wiU deign to countenance by their example,* aijd 
alCft in perfe£Ung, fo noble a defign.

The times of fale will be twite a year, in the

(hall be paid; which will of courfe compleat the 
payments in five years. The lands will be coa* 
veyed in fee, but in default of any of the ^nntiai 
payments, they will be liable to be again foM, in 
order that the king may be firft paid, and the re- 
fid ue will be the property of thbfe before entitled 
to it. Moreover, to prevent monopolii^s, and 
to infure the progrefs and cultivation of the new 
colony, certain conditions of fale and 'culture WiH 
be annexed to the grants. No perfon will be pir^ 
cnited to purchafe of the crown in his owri= nanifc, 
or in the names of others, in truft for him, moi:e 
than five hundred acres in the iiland where 'the 
lands lie ; and if in Dominica, not more thkn 
three hundred acres, but which may confift of 
different lots, as he may happen to appr&vc.

As to. th.e town and field lots, confifting of 
cleared land» Uiey will be fold in the fame man- 
lier, as the other allotments, referving a quit 
rent of one penny per foot in front for the town 
lots, and fix pence per acre for the field lots. 
'But fuch of thefe as happen to be uncleared, 
will be granted away gratis, and in both thefe 
xafcs the grantee is required to eredl fhereon, 
withm two years, a dwelling houfe, f^op, ware- 
houfe, or outhoufe. The grants of thefe town 
and field lots, as well as thofe to poor fettlers, 
are irrevocable. But w^th refped to other lands 
fdd at publick auftion, the grants thereof will, 
in cafes of fraud and collufion, be revocable for

the fpacc of twelve months, from the date thereof^ 
by the Lords Gommiffioncrs of his Majefty^s 
treafury -, but if not revoked within the faid tcroK 
the grant (halt then be abfolute« If revoked, no- 
tice thereof fhs^ll be immediately tranimitted CD 
the commiflioners, and the purchafe ifioney fhall 
be returned, with the ufual intereft of^e Ifland 
thereon, together with a juft competifiition for 
any improvements made on the lands, to be 
aicertained by arbitration between the parties. 

This recapitulation of the plan of govern- 
ment, contains all the particulars, that it f^ems 
fieceflary the publick ihould be apprized of,' arid 
an attentive perufal and examination of then) Will 
convince every impartial reader, that they are 
fuch as were thought moft likely to be produftivc 
of national good, and the progrefs of the new co- 
lonies. Much care and reflcftion ieem to have 
been exerted on the occafion. Little has been 
forgot, or unattended to; and in general, it 
muft be acknowledged, that the inftruftions 
given, and the precautions taken, are judicioui 
and able, as well as honorable. Some parts of 
the plan and conditions required, have ncverthe- 
lefs been reprefcnted as exceptionable and dis- 
couraging ; it may not therefore be improper to 
afford them fome confidcration- 

, If the lands had been propofed to be given 
away, and this was all, it is not to be doubted 
but that many^ perfons would gladly have 

accepted 




Kccepttd diem. But this would have thrown e^n 
the gates to follicitation, partiality and corrup-- 
tion ; and perfons in office might h^ve availed 
themfelves in fecret, of the undue pniferenccs af- 
forded to others ; whereas the prefent method of 
inds at fair and publick auction, 
>s theTe appreheiifions, and hoMs 
benefit, that may be embraced 
dy, without favor or reward, 
.nduced to pay more, than, he 
thinks, he has an equivalent for. The minimum 
of five pounds on cleared land, is lefs than the 
bare enpence of removing the woods, and one 
pound for uncleared land, in thefe iQands, can 
never, in earneft, be thought too much to infi(t 
on- No perfon, acquainted with the nature <rf 
Weft India plantations, will ever be a bidder for 
indifferent or ill fituated lands, when better may 
as eafily be procured, and the very choice or pre- 
ference to the buyer, is worth more than five 
times the minimum. The expences of clearing, 
cultivation, and fettlement, and*the annual pro- 
duce of fertile foils, in this part of the world, in 
faft renders the prime coft not v/orthy attention. 
And when it is further 'cpnfidcred, that five years 
are allowed for the payment, the pretence is too 
trifling to need a ferious reply. The eftabUfh- 
itient of infant colonies, muft neccfTarily be ex- 
penfive to the mother country ; and at a time, 
when the national debt is fo enormous, that the 
effects are levercly felt and compluned of, it b 
but 
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but retfonable, that fome retards fhoufd be ex- 
pe6ted fr6m the difpoiition of thefe lands. Mcrt 
ef fufficient property to uke up and fettle fuch 
lots as will be fold at pubiick audion^ may very 
vrell pay what can be got for them ^ and with re-» 
fpeft to poor fettlers, from ten** to thirty acres^ 
(which will be granted to them gratis^ fording 
to their abilities) is full i,^ much as they mil know 
what to do with. It were indeed to be wifhed; 
ftiU further encouragements could have been af- 
forded them ; but this could hot be effeftedj 
without fuitable funds, and there does not feem 
a difpofition to be contented with additional taxes 
^t home, for the benefit of thofe abroad* As to 
the quit rents, referved to the crown, of fix pence 
per acre, it will affeft the cultivated lands only j 
and although the weight will, on this account, 
be fcarcely felt, yet all purchafers will, or may, 
eonfider it in their bidding. It is well known, 
his Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed, to diredl 
the money arifing from thefe fales, to be appro- 
priated for the advantage of his fubjefts ; and 
this fmall tribute of a quit rent, referved to a fo- 
vereign, ought not to be thought too much, when 
we refleft on the inftances of generofity and pa- 
ternal affeftion,maTiifefted to his people, and which 
ought to attraft, from principles of gratitude, 
far greater obligations cdf duty and attachment. 

t 

Many inconveniences are found to have oc- 
curred in new colonics, from individuals having 

been 
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been fuffered to monopolize more lands, thao 
they could, or would cultivate; and therefore, 
to prevent thefc ill effefts, no man is now jper* 
mitted, to take up in his own name, or for bis 
own ufe, in any one iQand, more than the num- 
ber of acres, which has been fpecificd. But 
althougk, purchafers are rendered incapable of 
doing f^n the firft inftance, in order to prevent 
monopolies and jobbing, and that the field may 
lie open to every adventurer ; yet it is obvious, 
that as ;the lands will be conveyed in fee, they 
muft neceflarily be alienable ; no means there- 
fore could be devifcd to prevent a transfer of 
property, without creating ftill greater evils, than 
thofe intended to be remedied, and which are too 
evident to need mentioning. Hence it follows, 
t'bat an equality of poffeflions cannot be long 
maintained, nor is it neceflary that it fhould ; 
provided the public intcreft is ftill promoted, 
and the hew iQand advancing in cultivation and 
fcttlemcnt. ' * 

From all thefe confiderations, appeared the 
propriety of exafting certain conditions of cul- 
ture and population, under certain penalties. ^ 
But if the time, from which the conditions of 
clearing commences, fhould really be found too, 
Ihort to be complied with, it cannot be doubted, 
biij that ftill further time will be allowed. In all 
thefe exigences, the fpirit of the intention is 
principally to be' attended to; and experience in

"ftmilar cafes convinces tis, that we need never 
"^ftid a rigorous cx^Aroh of conditidWs knJi 
^nilties,- |>r6vided the rariohd views of adtai- 
niftration for the gejneral good are not ob- 
,Oru£tcd, It can never be fqpppfecl, that the or-^ 
ders of government are to be fo executed ' as to 
defeat it^ own purpoles^, or Md pqniihment tp 
misfortune, 'till tjic meafure»pf rdiftref^ is full. 
On the contrary, It s intereft IS to countenance 
and fupport the honeft endeavours of the in-

What has been juft advanced^ to remove any' 
t>bjeftibn on the part of piirchafcrs, to. the con*» 
^tiomsafad penalties ifnpofcd, and to obviate any 
ipprcfeenfions of rigor frorii governilnent on that 
"account, is ill a great meala re applicable to the 
Jtower retained by the Lords Com miffioncrs' or 
Ifis Majefty's treafury, of revoking'' the lales^ 
Hurithm -twelve moiiths from the dite cf the grant. 
The intention Was evidently hot to endanger the 
X^alidity sWftifecurity of the fafes, by an undue 
exertion- of authority, but only t^ prevent fraudl,' 
And to cnftire th^ the publick (hould be ferved 
with integrity; JH<>Wever, to remove .as Much' 

• i E as 
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as polBble any fufptckwis o» thi&^cad, his Mv 
jefty in his inftnidions to the commilTioners, h^ 
i)cen pkaitd to ^xprefs the power rcfcrvcd to he 
ail cafes of fraud and collufion* , 

As to the obligation of maintaining one white 
man, or two white women, on every hundred 
acres of cleared land,: it can never be ferioufly 

m 

complained ofj for without any fuch obligation, 
the bufinefs of plantations wiH neceflarily it- 
quire, at leaft, fuch a proportion. And wheh 
we refled that the want of people in our Weft 
ihdia iflands, arrfes in a great meafure from the 
paucity of women, the alternative permitted may 
heljp to remedy the dcfeft. 

. . "With refpeft to the natives of St. Vincent, 
enough has been faid already. His Majefty'^ 
faismanity eicerciied on this ocCiauon, will never 
endanger the fafety or honor of his people; . But 
bevcrthekfe, to take away every foundation of 
a{>pr^hepfion, a regiment has-been ienc thijther it> 
fecttre . it 'S iianquillity. The arrangement of 
whstTegarjds the French in^bitants in Uut iiland 
and Dooiinitl^» has been a matter of much alter* 
catibn^ It hais bei^n .contended by fome, that as 
they have no juft pretentions to indulgence, and 
will probably never become good fubjcfts, thqr 
ol?ght iiot -to haw been permitted* to hold the 
lands thus ufufped, without paying fully for 
them. It has been faid again, on the other hand» 
that they are entitled to fome favor, and are dit 

pcrfed 



pbfed to become ufefiil and flidiftrl fubjefts, and 
might properly enough, therefore, have been 
allowed the fee of the lands tbty occupied* But 
after mature reflexion, perhaps it m^ill be found, 
that the middle way purfue4 by governm^nt,^ 
has been the moft judicious; for if they had been 
entirely deprived of their plantations, there is no 
doubt but they would have removed themfelves 
and flaves to the neighbouring French iflands % 
and thus a number of ufeful inhabitants, * ac- 
cuftomed to- the climate, and their property in 
negroes to a great amount, together with the pr<^ 
duce and revenue arifing from their labour, would 
have been loft to Great Britain, and acquired by 
France. Again, if they had been permitted to 
enjoy their lands in full right, they probably, 
would hkve food fold their cultivated groondsto 
Britifli purchafiffs, and then withdrawn them* 
ftlves, andthdr effeds. Neither of thefe were 
thought eligible fbr the publick incereft ; and 
thei*efore kafes under the crovTA are propoied t» 
be granted them, liable tdfuchfintfs, quit^i»>ls, 
conditions, and alternatives, a^ th*y will tiw-ac- 
ccpt, unfcfe difpofed to become goodlabje£b( or,

or fobdue remote colonies ? B^t if her ardour 
and refentment ihould ftiU mf ka her impaljient of 
delay* what advantages ia America can a (pcc^ 
rupcure afibrd her now ? Wpukl not MartSnique^ 
Guadalppe, and St. Domingo be &on expc^fed to 
. cyr attacks ? Have we already forgot with wh#t 
rapidity a fuperior fleefand -experienced fol^iery, 
have fubdued what was vainly once deemed iti^ 
pregnable, and the weaknefs of which, unknown 
to u« before, we have now & fully difcovtred ? Biiit 
^mxed that thde attempts Ihotild tiot be coh^ 
ceivcd againtt them, what have we to drtad on 
our part ? Have not our Weft India iflamJs eftt 
joyed fecurity and protection, and flouriflied moft, 
even in the bofom of war ? Are we lefs fecure ifi 
thofe feas,' than we were before, becaufe the Gre- 
nades, Dofninica, St. Vincenr, and Tobaga,*'arfe 
how added to our dominion ? If lb, in vain ai^ 
three regiments appointed to infure t|ie tranquil- 
lity of thefe iflahds, attended with fuifEcient ord.- 
hatice and warlike ftores, and all the neceflary 
detail that attention and caution could fugo-efe* 
And if thefe feveral reflexions Ihould ftill be un- 
able to filenee our apprehenfions for the futiii-c 
fafety of oOr Weft India idands, what fhafl we 
fay concerning our prefent ampFe poffe/rion of tlie 
vaft continent of North America ? On this ia- 
difputed dominion, if rightly underftood, v/ill 

the 
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tile rcaHltcngth and importance of ill the iug^r 
colonies be herqiftcr found to depend ; and if in 
the womb of time, either from accidents im- 
^poHible to be forefeen, or the natural vicifl&tude

of human events, an unhappy feparation fhoufd 
ever chance to arrive, between the mother country 
and this gigantick offspring, the whole chain pf 
American iflands', from Florida to Trinidad^, 
would look back on Europe with regret, but muft 
neceflariiy accompany* that continent, of which 
it fecms to have once conftituted a part. JBut 
enough, it is prefumed, has been faid, to (hew 
that the fcttlement of our late acquired Weft India 
colonies might be fafely ef&fted, even if it were 
probable that a French war fliould fpeedily com- 
fiience.. * 

; It remains now to examine, whether the pur- 
chafing lands in thena,-and eftablilhing cftates, » 
may rationally be undertaken by individualg, 
with appearances of fucccfs and advantage. Our 
new iflands are foaietbing larger in extent, than . 
any of our old o»e$» excepting Jamaica ; nor is it 
anydpfeft in them that they are much lefs than it ; 
fqfitx hot (EUmates,a long land carriage of burthe^- 
fome commodities is deftruftive to cattle, and 
renders the interior part of a large country df 
little or no valiie. The foil in them is moreover 
new and fertile; they foffer therefore no inferio- 
rity on this account. The face of the country * 

among fhem i$ ^generally mountainous and co- - 

* 

vered with wood i this is really on the whole an 

advan- 
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adraptage, not a defed ; f or akhoug^ f b^ are 
fOiQC, objeSibns to too great an inequality in their 
furfacc, and to large trafts of wood, yet asthefe 
^contribute to infure rains and fertility, and, tp 
* prodjuce rivers, they arc very beneficial in thefe 
climates. The timber like wife is ufeful for the 
eredling and repairing houfcs^ mills, and fugar 
works. All iflands in thefe latitudes, that are 
low and cleared of wood, are remarkably fubjeft 
to dry weather, and often parched up to barrenef$. 
If thefe things are fo, what fhould prevent adr 
venturers from fucceeding in eftablifliing eftatcs 
iiere, as well as our old planters have done in the 
infancy of former colonies ? Is the bufinefs of 
clearing and fettling lands lefs underftood no\y 
.than it was formerly ? or is the neighbourhoodL 
of our other iflands, and the commerce carried 
on between them,, and their general conununi- 
cation with Ebrope^ Africa, and the continent of 
America, any difad vantage to the undertaking f 
Are the regiments allotted them, the various offi- 
c;ers both civil and military appointed, the fre- 
quent vifits of our Ihips of war and trading vef* 
fels, ^and the fums of money that muft in confe- 
quence of all this be circulated and expended in 
them, likely to be detrimental to new fettle*

although this is acknowleged tp be true,* yet, op 
the other hand, it rriay be urged, that our new 
idands are unhealthy, fugar and rum will become 
drugs, and more money is required to cle^r an^ 
iettle'Weft India eft^t;es, than can eafily.be hs^d. . 
Jn anfwer to this, it. muft b^ confcfled, that new 
iflands, abounding with wood* and fubj,c<^ . tp. . 
frequent rains, cannot certainly tje fo hcafthy ^ 
.old ones, entirely or ip great part cleared \ ,. but . 
if this objedion was fuffercd to t^f plaq?, it •- 
»would prove too much, as it might be equally 
extended to the population ^nd fetjtlem^nt pf zof , 
new country wh^tfoever, .where nothing can be-, 
.accomplifhed, if fomething is not adventured. • 
Befides, thofe who are acquainted, with the pro- 
fgr^fs and fettlement o( new colonies, know from 
^experience, that much depeqds upon difcredoQ^ 
temperance, wholefome food, and dry Jodging. 
.A proper attention to thefe will greatly contribute 
to the prefervation of health, and foon give a, 
better charafter to the falubrity of the air. Per- 
fons that are always alarmed with doubts and 
dilHculties, feldom accomplifli great things. 
Why fhould we fear that fugar and rum will be- 
come drugs ? Although more are produced, 
more will be confumed. Our conquefts alone 
. in North America will not fail to encreafe the de- 
mand for them \ belides, the fame foil tl^at is pro<* 
! duftivc of fugar, b equally fo of iftd^gp, cottoq^ 

F - ^ • coffee^ 
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coffee, cocoa, and other articles. And with refpcft 
tb the experice attending the clearing and fettle- 
ment of lands for thefe purpofes, it is by no means 
fo confiderable ^s is ufaally pretended. However, 
It is certainly true, that the more capital any man 
begins with, the fooner he will grow rich. But 
it has been already obferved» that even the poor 
fettlcrs of Santa Cruz, St. Vincent, and Domi- 
nica, have fucceedcd wonderfully, with little or 
no adiftance; but what was derived from their 
own induftry, and the fertility of the foil. And 
if we purfue this fubjedt a little further, it will 
hardly be aficrted, that the firft adventurers in 
our old colonics, were guilty of draining the mo- 
ther country of ipuch of its fpecie. We have 
neverthelefs' the fatisfaftion of beholding, that 
their induftry and fpirited endeavours were bleflcd 

'with fuccefs, and have procured for their pofte- 
rity many valueable, and fome overgrown eftates. 
Let us not envy their profperity, 1?ut emulate 

'their examples; and if we dare not do it, througji 
timidity, fupinenefs, or want of ambition, let us 
honeftly confefs we are afraid, and own that they 
ferved their country at their peril, and defervcd 
the fruits of their labour. They were no ftrangers, 
nor their fons aliens, but poflefled of the rights 
and liberties common to all Engliflimen. Thofe 
piiblick fpirited and enterprizing men, who 

'are now about to. embark in a fimilar defigii, 

• will deferve as well, and, it is hoped,, riiay prove 

* • " as 
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as fuccefeful . Since our conqueft of Jacn^U^ feauW 
the Spaniards, in the days of Oliver Cromwell, 
down to the prefent times, there has been no 
fuch opportunity of improving private fortunes i^, 
foi- the acquifition of the French part of St. 
Chriftophen's was inconfiderable m extent, and 
the benefits, of courfe, confined to a^ fcw« - 

It has been remarked by many perfons, that 
ibme of the planters of our old iflands have painted 
in very ftrong colours the difficulties and difcou-^ 
ragements attending the eftablifhment of our 
aew bnes. When this has been done with an 
honeft defign of promoting thck fettlement, by 
exploring fafts not generally known, and dif- 
covering their weaknefs andncceffities, in order 
to obtain every affiftance and encouragement 
which infant colonies require of a mother country, 
the intention is honorable, and may be produ6tive 
of good. But when difficulties are exaggerated, 
from party prejudices, or felfifli and interefted 
views, the motives are ungenerous, and deferve 
to be expofed. It rs eafy to forefec that the fettle* 
ment of our new colonies will impair the value 
of our old. Such lands in them as are not of 
good quality and well fituated, will not be worth 
cultivation. They will be difplanted, and con- 
verted into provifion, and pafture grounds. Many 
inhabitants of the middling and poorer fort, will 
withdraw themfelves, and be induced to remove 

F 2 where 
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yiiere fisrtilc lands may be eafily procxiwd, which 
arc hew, and watered with frequent (bowers. 
This will much weaken our leeward iflands, al- 
ready weak indeed, an^ render the wages of ma- 
nag^rs^ ovcffcers and ftrvants, much higher. It 
H not w«)nderful, therefore, if fome of bur wealthy 
planters who have a large landed intemft in the- 
old colonies, Ihould not be fludious to promote 
the' liew. Wvate advantage will biafs fome, and 
it is to be feared, jealoufy and envy may aAuate 
otheiis. Men accufbomed to affluence and au- 
thority^ are not tifually pleafed to fee their fnfc- 
riorsTtfe above dependancc, and poflefs, by lucky 
cii'cuinftances^ fuperior fortunes to their own. 
Nor are thefc the only foundations of difcontent 
and objedion. Some afFeA to condemn the en- 
terprize they mean to embark in, and depreciate 
thofc very lands they wilh to procure; whilft 
others again, who hoped to obtain und%je pre- 
ferences, and to monopolize large trafts, witli 
a view of forcftalling the market, or of felling 
again at advanced prices what they never meant 
to cultivate, now find themfclves difappointed^ 
and their deCgns efFc6tually prevented, by the 
prefent impartial plan of government. But jufter 
icntiments, it is hoped, will at length prevail over 
fuch felfilh confiderations. The fubjedt has been 
fairly difcuflcd, the obje6Hons anfwered, and the 
inducements generally ftated. But perhaps it 
may not be difagreeable, or deemed a ufelcfe 

repc- 
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itpetition, to enter into a more particular detail 
of the advantages that our new acquifitions will 
poflefs over our former CQi6nies. 

Our old iflands, by being lefs mountaiaous, and 
almoft entirely cleared of wood, are become ex- 
tremely dry and unfeafonable ; at the fame time 
that the lands in^them, by long and conftant plant* 
ing, have fo far loft the fpring and Ipirit of vegeta- 
tion, as to ftand in need of more rains than they- 
had before. But thi§ reflexion has never been at- 
tended to by our planters, who attribute folely to 
the lefs frequency of feafonable weather, that de«« 
ficiency in their crops, which is in a great meafure 
owing to thi impoverifliment of the foil. Both' , 
ciaules have undoubtedly co-operated to produce 
the efFeft, and thus their eftates hardly yield a crop 
proportionable to the labour and expence em- 
ployed upon them, once in fevcn years. Nor 
will it feem wonderful, that the fertility of their 
lands is much impaired, when we confider the na- 
ture of the fugar cane, which from one. rich acre 
has been known to vegetate to eighty cartloads^ 
is cut annually, and has been long and repeatedly 
planted on the fame ground ; and when v/e fur- 
ther remark that the- rains, although generally 
wanted, yet fall in thefe climates, at certain pe- 
riods of the year, with fuch violence, as, def-* 
cending in momentary torrents from the hills, to 
walh away the loofe and finer particles of earthy 
which muft neceflarily carry off it*s exuberancy^ 
with' it. The foil, by thefe means worn out and 

ex- 
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exhaofted, * Tatooos iU, and is ther^ore cultivated 
and manured at an expence extremely heavy. Im- 
poverifhed fugar lands^tk^ hop grounds, have an- 
nually beftowcd on them extraordinary induftry 
and coft. I have kxiown the amount of labour em- 
ployed in one year upon an acre of ground, to have 
been as much as that acre would have fold for ; but 
I fpeak of indifferent or bad land.. Hence the exr 
pences of eftates in our old colonies are become 
great, beyond the belief of any one not well ac- 
quainted with matters of this nature; and the 
profits, of courfe, are rarely adequate to the 
reafonable expedations of the planter. It is well 
known abroad, although it will hardly be credited 
here, that the hire of the (laves in many eftates in 
our old iflands, if valued at an average of three 
pence per diem each, will frequently amount to 
more per annum, than the neat yearly produce 
of the eftate itfelf. . Expcrto crede Roberto. But 
thefe weighty objedlions and difcouragements, are 
by no means to be apprehended in our new co- 
lonies. On the contrary, the lands in them 
may be purchafed at a very moderate price, and 
the terms of payment are rendered by govern* 
ment extremely eafy. Such grounds as are too 
IVeep, craggy, or improper for fugar, may ftill 

• By a Ratoon is meant the cane which fprin^s from the 
root remaining in the earth, after the former cane has been 
cut from it. The ratoon fiourifhes beft in new land, yields 
better fugar than the iirfl. plant, and is not attended with a 
tenvh par^ of die expence in the cuhure of it. 

produce 
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produce indigo, cotton, coffee, cocoa and pro-^ 
vifions, orTcrve for pafturagc. The foil beiBg 
new, win be rich, yield large and regular crops, 
ratoon longer, require ltfe*planting, and be cul- 
tivated with more moderare expcnce, and fewer 
negroes. The trees cur dawn; will, fome of 
them, be ufeful in erefting habitations, works, 
and other buildings ; whilftfome may be con- 
veyed away, and fold in bur former colonies for 
fimilar purpofes. Arid laft of all, the rugged 
and broken compofition of the landfcape^ and 
it's lofty mountains, though onfeemly and ex- 
ceptionable in fome refpefts, yet will for ever 
enjoy, upon real and phitofophical principles, 
rain and fertility. As much of the merit of oiir 
new iflands depends on the truth of this obftr- 
vation^ it may not be improper to explain . it. 
It is well known, that, in thcfe latitudes of the 
globe, the trade winds operating in a regular and 

' uninterrupted courfe from Eaft to Weft, the at- 
mofphere does not fufFer thofe rarefaftions and 
condenfations, as, by the effefts of different and 

. contrary winds, it undergoes in climes, where 
this uniformity does not prevail. And hence it 
is, Dr. Halley remarks, that there is fcarccaijy 

* variation in the height of the barometer, or weight 
cff the air in thefe parts. Now the vapours or 
clouds are generally borne along the Atlantick 
ocean by thefe winds through the pathlefs re- 
gions of the air ; until interrupted, impeded, 
or attracted (on principles of gravitation) by 

lofty 
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lofiy 4and^-and woods, 'they hang about the
